Thousands of people in Hong 
Kong have been and will be 
evyicted from their homes yearly in 
the name of “urban renewal.” The 
housing plan，in effect，is the 
government s rationale for taking 
away much land in Hong Kongs 
New Territories from villagers， 
farmers， fish-pond owners， 
tenants and squatters. 
One example of “eviction 一 
Hong Kong style” occurred on 
.April 25 of this year， After little 
Imore than.a month warning，a 
peaceful village in the New 
Territories was surrounded by a 
couple hundred police and con- 
Struction workers backed up with 
bulldozer.

The 
country was very peaceful and the 
news of fighting between the Pal- 
estinians and the people in Israel 
seemed very unreal, 

What- surpiised Us about the 
country of Israel was that it is a

Haifa，and Tel Aviv. The rest of 
the country is comprised of small 
towns， 

Three groups of people live in 
Israel: Arabs, Jews, and Bedouins， 
They live together peacefully and 
are helping each other to _ develop 
the country. The most interesting 
are the ”Bedouins， who once 
roamed'the desert with their tents 
and flocks and were the non- 
conformists; Efforts have been 
made to provide them with educa- 
tion and decent housing， bnut

RELIGIOUS 

Jerusalem is one of the most re- 
ligious cities in the world, Church- 
es are everywhere, along with syn=-

In a_ letter to Mayor Ceorge 
Moscone, the CRO said that the 
hospital was deficient in six major 
areas: availability of medical 
care，emergency services，patient 
confidentiality，communications， 
written forms and documents, and 
Signs and notices， 


ACUTE 
During the four-month investi- 
gation period， nearly “6,000 


Spanish and Chinese speaking 
patients came to the hospital，The 
CRO found that the hospital staf 任 
did not have _ enough bilingual 
Workers to serve them, Thirty-one 
out of 75 departments at the 
hospital had one or two shifts with 
no Spanish or Chinese speaking 
personnel， 
According to the CRO, only 67 
”of the hospitals 1,246 workers 
who had contact With Patients 
could speak Chinese, and of these， 
55 worked during the day shift. 
Only 88 of the workers could 
speak Spanish,， 67 of whom 
worked during the day. Nine staff 
members could speak Japanese， 


and five Korean. As a_ result，the- 


CRO said，there is an acute 
shortage of bilingual workers 
during the “critical might an 
early morning hours.” | 

This picture might be evenm more 
bleak，the CRO said，since the 
investigators did not consider the 
possibility ,that the hospital itself 
deters non-English speakers from 
coming because of "its reputation 
in the community as a place where 
they cannot obtain the bilingual 
services they require or because of 
their personal experience “with 
that result,” 

NON-EXISTENT 

Four emergency service Units， 
such as labor-delivery and emer- 
gency admitting，the CRO said， 
had no Chinese-speaking stafft on 


_non-existent for 


the day shifts，Three such units 
had none on the evening shifts， 
and one had none during the night 
shift.， The CRO found a similar 
lack of Spanish speaking sta 任 
members， 

Under these conditions， the 
CRO said，communication and 
confidentiality between Patient 
and medical personnel were often 
non-English 
Speakers. 

In the CRO's letter to Moscone， 
Carlos M. Alcala，a CRO civil 
rights officer，said,“The practice 
of using stafft， and even Don- 
staff，who are untrained in either 
medical termipology or inter- 
preting; ， to _ translate ， between 
Patient and physician,， permits 
inaccurate diagnosis， inapPprIo- 
priate，treatment,，amnd misunder- 
standing as well as the breach of 


patient-physician confidentiajlity.… 


INEQUAEITY 
Other problems made it even 


more _ difficult for :non-English. 


speakers to_ obtain medical care， 
the CRO said. The hospital has no 
Chinese-speaking operators dur- 


ing the whole day and no Spanish 


speaking operators during two Out 
of three shifts, Two of the eight 
types of forms used at the hospital 
are printed in Spanish while nomne 
of them are printed in Chinese. 
The CRO also noted a lack of signs 
or notices in these languages about 
the availability of services， 

All these_ conditions，the CRO 
said， combined to create an 
inequality in the availability of 
services to Sbanish and Chinese 
speaking _ people. This unequal 
access violated Title VI: of the 
Civil Rights Act of 1964 which 
prohibits federally funded insti- 
tutions from excluding individuals 
on the basis of their racial or 
ethnic background, the CRO said. 

It said that it intends to work 
with the city in working out a Plan 
to _ correct the hospital's short- 
comings. A .plan must be 


formulated within 90 days，after 
which the CRO will submit a 
report, including the plan，to the 
federal Department of Health，
